stone (namely^ ithe source of supply) 
needs •strengthening in order to carry 
the enormously increasing-'Joed inci- 
dent to the rapid expansion now tak- 
ing pjtee. Tour Committee prepared 
and forwarded to all the Plantation 
Managers, a circular letter «nd list ol 
questions, as per copies attached. It 
was their lope that the- questions 
would receive more than ordinary. «t- 
tentidn, and that a large majority of 
managers wooia favor the Comcnlttee 
w&hv a fuH statement .of their views 
and suggestions relative to the main- 
taining of oar labor supply. We re- 
gret to'say that the responses have 
been few, and, for the moat part, un- 
satisfactory. Possibly the reason for 
this is, t&at they are ?n the same con- 
dition of mind as your Committee, viz: 
having no solution to suggest which 
is satisfactory to themselves. 


The Manager of one of the largest 
Plantations in the Islands -writes. In 
regard to this, as follows: "I suggest 
thai, In view of the amount of thinking 
out that this question requires and de- 
serves, a Committee "of three be ap- 
pointed by the Planters, to study up 
thte question and report, and suggest, 
within sax months, such plans for the 
solution of our labor problem as may 


The following is the text of the re- 
port: 
STATE OP LABOR ON THE HAWAJ- 


IAN ISLANDS. 


During <tbe earlier days of. sugar pro- 


duction labor was. furnished almost 
wholly by the: native flawalians. As 
the industry developed that source of 
supply, .became insufficient, and its 
leaders had to-look ^beyond .the borders 
of the -.Islands to"-meet the require 
ments. The most immediaitely avail- 
able sources of labor ware China and 
Japan, and certain of the dependencies 
of Portugal; consequently 'labor was 
sought in those several countries. 


Due, on the one hand, to the great 
expense involved in 'moving labor from 
any of those distant lands to Hawaii, 
and One inability of the laborers to 
bear the cost of their own transporta- 
tion; and due on the other hand to 
the guarantees of service, support and 
protection required by the Govern- 
ments of those countries whence the 
labor was to come, the so-called "con- 
tract-system" was established. 


The main "purpose of .that system of 
contract was,to fnrnish guaranties'to 
jhe home Governments of the imported 
laborers that their peoples should have 
occupation, . provision, and personal 
care and protection; and likewise to 
give security to the authorities and em- 
ployers in Hawaii that the great cost 
of. the importation should be worked 
out during a specified length of time. 
Such a syalem of contract, in order 
that Ita several conditions should be 
operative, had to contain a special pro- 
vision for their enforcement, and tibat 
necessity led to the adoption of a 
-penal claage," approved by the authdr- 
ties of the chief contracting parties:

'The terrible disease of glanders has 


again appeared in Honolulu. The out- 
break occurred at Makikl and was dis- 
covered by Agent McVeigh, of 
the 


Board of Health. The stock affected is 
a lot of. mules recently imported from 
California by Mr. McCullock, a dealer 
between Honolulu and the Coast. The 
animals were left in charee of. Mr. 
Ewing at his place in Makiki, who 
claims that he supposed the disease to 
be pneumonia. 


When found one of the mules was 


lying dead in the corral in an advanced 
state o%decomposition and three others 
were in the last "stages of the dread 
malady, fatal alike to horse and man. 
Agent McVeigh reported the matter 
and. Doctors J. R. 'Shaw and W. T. 
Monsarrat went to inquire into the 
facts and to kin the animals. This 
was at once done at the corral and the 
quarantine grounds.

A fifteen foot bole was dug and the 


fence and entire woodwork of the cor- 
ral was torn" down. The. dead, animal 
was .placed therein and cremated by 
the aid of the wood. Another of the 
mules was 'killed and cremated at the 
same place. The remainder of the dis- 
eased animals there had thir heads 
placed in bags and were taken to the 
quarantine station, where still another 
was burnt up.

Every precaution should be taken by 


the owners of horses to report any 
cases occurring, as the animals should 
be killed at once in the-interest of 
"public health." Several years ago when 
the glanders visited the. Islands an old 
German hid two diseased horses and 
attempted to cure them. The result 
was that he caught the glanders him- 
self and died after a month of terrible 
Buttering. The native man who assist- 
ed likewise succumbed.to the disease. 
Many similar cases have been reported 
by the press of the Mainland and are 
of frequent occurrence where th,e dis- 
ease unfortunately becomes epidemic.

The • question of how to get a. part 


of the surplus into circulation was dis- 


. coned in yesterday's Advertiser by 
financial experts, some of whom pro- 
posed, as a means of partial relief, that 
the interest rate of the Postal- Savings 
Bank should be cut down from 4% per 


...cent to 3 or 3% per cent. The argu- 


ment was that this move would induce 
withdrawals from the Postal Savings 
.Bank and therefore from the Treasury 
.surplus and that deposits would cease. 
In consequence the funds now put in 
tfte keeping of the Government would 
Bad their way to the private banks 
which would loan them out to the peo- 
ple. As the deposits of theoovernment 
honk approximate half the surplus, 
-amounting on .Dec. 31, 1898, to $942,- 
26S.41, it is easy to see that the course 
proposed would go a long way to re- 
lieve the financial situation. 


Ordinarily in debating such a; plan 


the Advertiser would first take .into 
account the welfare of the depositors. 
The principle of the greatest g*>d 
to the greatest number would, in that 
case, have, to be invoked. • But we 
are face to face with the fact that, as 
soon as annexation is perfected, the 
Postal Savings Bank will have to go. 
There is no' place for such an :institu- 
tlon under the United States postal 
laws. That being true .there would be 
Tint a trifling advantage in keeping up 
the interest rate and one in no way 
Commensurate with the advantage in 
putting it down. Seeing that the Bank 
cannot live long why let it contract the 
circulating. medium and stand, in the 
way of productive" -enterprises which 
might employ labor, white :it:does live?

He said most of you present are white 
n»en, either born here or having come 
here to cast in your lot The commer- 
cial interests ot the country are.pros- 
perous, but. unless .certain important 
matters are considered, harmony • and 
prosperity .tnay be undermined. You- 
gentlemen .who represent the high..in- 
terests:-of Hawaii must not-remain si- 
lent but talk and act .for the interests 
brail. There wiilndt only-be conflicts

matters th at must be -considered, v It' is 
vitally important, that the races/should 
work together. The. foreigners . must 
work, with-the natives. The latter are 
not wealthy, but there is a power in 
them which should be recognized. I 
cave faith to believe that you will 
,wbrk for.the common good sp'the-Ha;: 
: waiian interests and: your interests'will 
harmonjze. .There is a debt due to the 
native Hawaiians. ' The greatest re- 
sponsibility is upon kamaiinas. There- 
fore

believe 
Mr. 
Smith .will 
not only represent 
you- but will 


'.. represent all, the natives as well as 
the whites. There is a latent ill- 
-feeling among Hawaliaas, but in the. 


hands of you gentlemen there is great 
hope/for the future: But for the con- 
servative Influence of Mr. Dole and 
. those with'him .in the time of trial 
great trouble might have resulted. They 
have "been patriotic and wise. Mr. Kau-; 
lukou paid some personal compliments 
.to the guest of the evening. He said 
that Hawaiians depend largely upon 
'those fcho have east their lot here for 
counsel and assitsance.He endorsed the 
, sentiment 'that more men should "go to 
Washington. 


Justice. Frear responded for the 


bench and bar. He wished that Chief

These pipes all have a gradual slops 


and increase in diameter as they ap- 
proach Punchbowl .street, where' the' 
connect with the main sewer.. This lat 
,.er is twenty-four inches in diameter 
and is a 'solid, cement-and, cone 
pipe, leading to a concrete screen- 
house which receives all heavy matte 
and in turn connects with the reservoir 
proper. by two'; strong 'and heavy'irp: 
.gates, "which are- operated by the use 
of handwheels -placed above ground. 


The reservoir fe-a solid concrete a 


cement laced pit, 100 feet square a 
15 feet deep. Its walls, floor and rod 
are thirty-six inches thick and its 
is supported by massive pillars, place 
eight feet apart. A thick coating o 
earth is spread over the roof and tnr 
is to cover everything from sight.;

Where necessary, which is so in 


mos: cases of free laborers, entering 
upon this system, the plantation makes 
advances of money to meet the living 
and other expenses of the small •p an- 
lers daring the period that their crops 
are ia growth. These allowances are 
refunded when the crop is harvested. 
The crop is purchased by the plantation 
according to a scale of prices which is 
oased on the quality of the cane and 
the prices of sugar in New York, or in 
other cases according to conditions, 
all of which are set forth in drawn 
Agreements, approved and signed by 
the .growers and manufacturers of the 
tane. Forme of these sevsral kinds of 
•tgreement can be readily obtained, a-nd 
hare already been furnished to autior- 
taea requiring to see and to us° them.
